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THE Minister of Housing and Local Government, Mr. Brooke, 
has shown that he is aware of the urgent necessity to do some- 
thing about the need for more sites for building and he has just 
sent a circular (reported p. 296) to all local planning authorities 
asking them to counter the current shortage of land for develop- 
ment by encouraging the more intensive use of whatever space 
is available, including existing residential “twilight” zones. 
Planning authorities are asked to look into the possibility of 
raising densities, to encourage owners of under-developed sites 
to develop them, and to restore derelict land. 

The Minister also asks these authorities to allocate more land 
for development on the near or far side of Green Belts, which, 
in most cases, of course, will be under the control of other 
authorities. 

It is stated in the circular that it is important, when 
selecting land beyond the Green Belt for development, for the 
planning authorities concerned to keep in close touch with the 
crowded areas from which the demand is likely to arise. “The 
Department has already arranged a number of conferences, on a 
regional basis, for areas where these problems arise; it is proposing 
to arrange further similar conferences in the near future and will 
help in any other way it can to promote co-ordination between 
planning authorities” (our italics). 

In effect this means letting regional planning in by the back 
door, as it will be quite impossible to make sensible decisions on 
the decanting of housing and industry without taking into 
account all aspects of the matter including transport, services, 
topography and so on. All this can be done only by making 
such conferences a regular series and by supporting them with 
salaried staff to carry out surveys and to make proposals. This 
is regional planning in all but name. Clydeside* has already 
proved that in our densely packed island effective planning sooner 
or later means regional planning. 

Bravo Mr. Brooke for realizing this. But it is a pity, in this 
instance, not to have called a spade a spade. Bravo too for 
extending (in the same circular) the period of the review of 
Development Plans from 10 to 20 years, although some 
authorities (like the LCC which has only just completed its 
review) will have their latest efforts thrown back into the melting 


pot. The latter is a much more sensible period.

News from Rotterdam: New Ships 

The new Dutch ship, the Konigin Wilhelmina, on the 
Harwich-Hook run, is more like an Atlantic liner than a 
channel packet. Her external appearance is strange and 
“modernistic” rather than modern. A motor ship of over 
6,000 tons her funnel and machinery are aft and her internal 
arrangements, particularly in the first-class accommodation, 
benefit very much as a result. Externally I think her appear- 
ance would be improved if the mast were more upright. 
Like most motor ships there is plenty of vibration even at 
the bow end, furthermore the hull seems to whip when hit 
by even a moderate-sized wave. Internally the ship is very 
well arranged and furnished. The first-class dining room 
and bar are perhaps the best parts. First and second 
class are firmly divided at sea, and there is virtually no 
communication between them. The wide open spaces 
between decks mean that it is a long way between hand- 
holds and this must be awkward in a seaway. All the main 
construction is welded while the superstructure is rivetted. 
She is.a fast ship, with a top speed of 23 knots. The 
captain’s display of coming alongside at the Hook of 
Holland in a fresh following wind blowing against the ebb 
of the Maas and with space severely restricted by other 
ships was masterly. As we disembarked the new flagship of 
the Rotterdam-Lloyd Line, The Rotterdam, went by, out- 
ward bound. She is of more than 38,000 tons, very hand- 
some, painted pale green, grey and white, with a lighthouse 
for a mast and twin factory chimneys near her stern 


The Rijnhotel 

What a pleasure it is to live in a building where every 
detail is just right. It is a very long time since | saw any- 
thing as good as this hotel which forms a part of a 
“complex” containing the YMCA and was designed by 
Merkelbach & Elling, the interior designer being Oyevaar, 
Stolle & van Gool. It is not a luxury hotel and the rooms are 
small and standardized, but everything is very wel! designed 
and I have found only two things to criticize. The first is 
that there is no thermostat on the shower bath control and 
the second is that between pressing the lift button and the 
lift moving off there is an exceptionally long pause. Need- 
less to say the management of the hotel have hung a few 
bad pictures in the wrong places and bought some horrid 
additional table cloths for the café-restaurant. All! the 
same here is a hotel for the architect. There are plenty of 
good ideas to interest him and he can hardly fail to be 
pleased by the furnishings and colour. It is an eminently 
sensible and serviceable building. The main decoration, by 
the way. are the palest grey mosaic in large areas both out- 
side and in the hall; and black, white, grey and pale blue in 


The new Flagship, Rotterdam (38,650 gross tons), built for the

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the rooms. Windows are wall to wall with venetian blinds, 
and gaiety is provided by chequered bedspreads. The fur- 
niture and beds are simple, the general effect is delightful. 


The Lijnbaan 


I last saw the Lijnbaan in 1955 when it was newly built 
and only partially occupied. Although it was promising as 
a pedestrian area it gave little indication of the finished 
exterior. Now that it is complete with its transverse high 
blocks, and now that the trees are growing, it is very good 
indeed and most of the shopkeepers have risen to the 
challenge. One or two shops—the Kéogel shoe shop by 
Oyevaar, Stolle & van Gool and a book shop among 
them—are outstanding. Someone, however, has boobed 
badly by putting in two white-painted Mayfair ironwork 
bird cages six feet square containing budgerigars. I feel 
somehow that van den Broek & Bakema were not 
consulted. 


Marcel Lods 


This pioneer of prefabrication is in Rotterdam too. He 
tells me he is 70 this year. It is difficult to believe. His 
comments on architecture, town planning and life in 
general are worth a guinea a minute, but do not translate 
into English with the pungency they have in French. He is 
full of entertaining information. For example, he says that 
the campaign against mosquitoes in Alsace has led to the 
virtual disappearance of frogs; the disappearance of frogs 
has made a sharp reduction in the number of storks. 
A severe fall in the birth-rate is expected. 

Lods feels very strongly about urban renewal. He thinks 
that it is futile to rebuild the centres of our cities piecemeal. 
In his view new towns and comprehensive redevelopment 
of the centres of old ones are the only way. He greatly 
admires our schools and hopes to see several when he 
comes to the IUA Congress next year. 

Sola-Morales from Barcelona is also here. He says he 
thinks at least a hundred Spanish architects will come to 
the Congress. | hope the organizers are planning big. 
Jean Paul Vouga from Lausanne tells me that he is shortly 
to become architect and town planner for the Canton 
of Vaud. This means that he will have less time for the 
IUA. His work for the various committees of the Union 
has been tremendous and he will be very difficult to 
replace. 

Ernst Groosman, president of the Rotterdam branch of 
BNA, the Netherlands architects’ association, has designed 
a system for prefabricating houses and a factory in which 
the work is done. | hope to write about it next week. 
He is in his office each day at 8 a.m. but finds time to 
sail a flying-dutchman. I saw Professor van den Broek for 
a moment rushing between appointments and as usual 
speaking at least three languages at once at high speed. 


Productivity 

Walking back from a restaurant where we had dined on 
a wonderful Indo-Chinese curry we came upon a gang of 
young men laying concrete road blocks—roughly the size 
of a brick—they were laid in herringbone pattern. One man 
brought the blocks, a second shovelled the sand in which 
they were laid. Two men laid and tapped the bricks into 
position. The speed and good temper were phenomenal. 
I timed the layers at 30 blocks to the minute. The work 
went on far into the night. In the morning an area very 
nearly the size of a tennis court had been completed. 

To close this despatch from Holland I have to report 
that there is a café in the Lijnbaan where the pianist plays 
standing up—the piano has long legs; I heard a party of 
local school children singing the Skye boat song in 
English; and the Rijnhotel has jam pots with sliding lids. 
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Plastered with Plastics 

The makers of Formica are sponsoring a competition with 
a first prize of £500 in Premium Bonds.

I bet 
there are no plastics there.

The Gibberd cathedral 


Sir—I knew that I had at last become a journalist when 
I had the honour to be counter-attacked, by your (self- 
styled) middle-aged columnist Abner, for my attack in the 
News Chronicle of the Gibberd entry in the Liverpool 
cathedral competition. My report, he writes (A & BN 
24/8/60): “was uninformed, ill-mannered and violent”. 
I abhor violence and I regret that it is ill-mannered to like 
modern art. 

My uninformed comments were: that this design is an 
obvious adaptation of Niemeyer’s Brasilia cathedral, that 
it is sad that so prosperous an architect should produce so 
inadequate a design, and that its selection has done modern 
architecture in Britain a great dis-service. 

The Manchester Guardian critic wrote: “The design is 
very similar to Oscar Niemeyer’s. It may be doubted if 
the rather naive symbolism adopted is anything but whim- 
sical. It seems a pity that Christian religion should wear 
fancy dress”. In The Observer, R. Furneaux Jordan stated: 
“This concrete tent is weak in outline . . . this wigwam is 
remarkable but not yet quite convincing”. 

Professor R. Gardner-Medwin of Liverpool University 
is quoted, again in the News Chronicle, as saying that he 
agreed with my analogy to Brasilia: “But,” he said, “it has 
not the essential simplicity of Niemeyer’s building. It is 
overlaid with decorative motives in which the symbolism 
is at once obvious and uncertain”. 

Even the venerable demon of architecture, Sir Albert 
Richardson, told me: “This is nothing but an exhibition 
hall”. 

Architects, sir, like politicians, goalkeepers or film stars, 


are not sacred. If they fail in their public duty they deserve 
criticism.

Sir,—Abner has referred to the coverage of the Liverpool 
Cathedral competition in the national Press and to the 
News Chronicle's “uninformed, ill-mannered and violent 
attack on the design by Peter Rawstorne”. To those of 
your readers who did not see the original comment, it may 
have come as a surprise that the News Chronicle, which 
has a distinguished record of informed contributions to 
architecture, should be thus castigated. Some of the 
comments obviously referred to are quoted below: — 

“Mr. Gibberd’s building titillates esthetic judgment like 
a stall at a temporary fairground.” 

“He is financially one of Britain’s most successful archi- 
tects and could afford to employ the finest brains in the 
country.” (My italics.) 

“It is more than a bundle of clichés. It is a warped 
adaptation of the glorious wigwam-like exposed concrete- 
rib cathedral of the architect Oscar Niemeyer which is now 
being built at Brasilia.” 

Peter Rawstorne is entitled to his opinion of this design, 
and is entitled to state it, though it is perhaps regrettable 
that he should be so rude in doing so. But while some 
of this is criticism, some of it is just sneer, and does not 
stand examination. For instance, is it seriously suggested 
that Frederick Gibberd should “employ the finest brains 
in the country” to prepare competition designs to be sub- 
mitted in his own name? Apart from knowing that 
Gibberd is responsible for his own designs, one is left 
wondering why these “finest brains in the country” did 
not submit designs on their own account, and why they 
were not selected. 

On August 23 Peter Rawstorne was at it again, claim- 
ing that “sustained criticism” of the winning design bore 
him out. This was written four days after the results 
were published, and may be thought to be a littie 
premature.

town planning summer school 


Our correspondent reports the T.P.1.s summer school at 
St. Andrews University (August 27-September 2) 


THE summer school serves the dual function of provid- 
ing rest and recreation for tired planners and a forum 
for the interchange of ideas both on the subjects formally 
on the list for discussion and any others of current interest. 

St. Andrews this year was successful on both counts. 
The town itself is of course a model of Scottish urbanity, 
delightful in scale and planning and virtually irreproach- 
able in detailing at least as far as the central core is con- 
cerned. The golf courses and the beaches are just round the 
corner and the Highlands not too far away for lazy plan- 
ners with fast cars. 

The five main papers were well chosen and well presented 
and if the group discussions on them did not add much that 
was new, they did serve to keep everyone awake, those, that 
is, who were not playing golf or off to the Highlands. The 
five subsidiary subjects for discussion were also useful. 
They were Clutter, Traffic and Parking, Development 
Control, Review of Development Plans and Aids to Presen- 
tation. 

One of the five main papers dealt with Cumbernauld 
New Town. As it is proposed to report on this in detail in a 
future issue of A & BN it will not be referred to here. The 
main points of interest in the other papers were: 


The problem posed by land values: Brian Anstey 


Mr. Anstey is a well-known virtuoso on this theme and he 
gave a polished performance which kept floating slightly 
above the heads of many in the audience. His main theme 
was that planners should understand the effect their actions 
were likely to have on land values and the way the move- 
ment of these values might help or hinder their plans 

Land values had a force of their own; they were a 
reflection of the powers of a given site to serve men’s needs. 
A principal ingredient of land value was good or bad 
location which in itself was a function of transport. A 
valuable site was one in which the natural advantages of 
fertility, mineral content and so on were linked with 
accessibility of existing or potential transport. This worked 
both ways: a railway tended to attract development and the 
development attracted a better service of trains. The result 
was cumulative. 

Planners should zone enough land for development and 
unwise plans could, by restricting the supply of land 
artificially, force up the market price of land beyond its 
natural value to the community. To enable planners to take 
land values into account Mr. Anstey advocated the produc- 
tion of “Value Contour Maps” on which the distribution 
of land values could be represented by means of “isovals” 
which he defined as lines drawn between points of equal 
land value. 

Finally, Mr. Anstey reminded us of his plan for ensuring 
that the improved value arising from good planning should 
ultimately accrue to the community. He proposed a revised 
system of land tenure under which the local authority 
would announce its intention of acquiring the freehold after 
a term of years adjusted to the need for the redevelopment 
of the land in accordance with the plan. The effect would 
be to convert freeholds into long leaseholds and compensa- 
tion would be reduced to a minimum by the judicious 
timing of acquisition and re-grant of tenures. 


Social aspects of leisure: Mark Abrams 


After reminding us that leisure was a comparatively new 
phenomenon, Mr. Abrams described, in often amusing 
detail, how the different age groups were tending to spend it. 

“Teenagers ” from 15 to 24 spent their time outside their 
homes in the company of their contemporaries at clubs, 
cafés, cinemas, dance halls, evening classes, attending mass 
spectator sports, taking part in team games, walking, cycling 
and standing at street corners. Many of these activities 
needed a large and fairly densely occupied neighbourhood 
to support them. 

“Marrieds” from 25 to 45 tended to concentrate on home 
life and looking after the baby although in the second half 
of the period home ties slackened considerably. They spent 
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their leisure watching television, reading, gardening, tack- 
ling “do-it-yourself” jobs, listening to the radio, knitting 
and sewing. Many hardly went out at all. When the children 
grew up, wives tended to go out to work and their earnings 
and those of the grown-up children were spent in extending 
home-based activities—larger television sets, more enter- 
taining, a motor-mower and above all a motor car. 

After 45 these tendencies were intensified but more time 
was spent on gardening, sleeping and watching the tele- 
vision and very little on going out to the cinema or pub. 
The only out-of-home activity of any importance was the 
mobile privacy of the motor car. 

After retirement at 65 all activity was heavily curtailed 
by lack of money. Contacts with the outside world were 
fewer and the most common way of spending time was 
listening to the wireless and sleeping. 

Prosperity was tending to intensify the difference of 
leisure patterns between the different age groups and to 
exaggerate the different viewpoints of young and old. At 
the same time the boundary between work and play was 
becoming less definite. Leisure activities often provided the 
only opportunity for the exercise of skill and they are tend- 
ing to become more active, as with the growth of pot- 
holing, rock-climbing and sailing. Increasingly those who 
go out to work look for jobs which will leave them fresh 
enough to cope adequately with the labours of leisure. 


Regional plannizg on Clydeside: Robert Grieve 


Clydeside is still the only example in the British Isles of 
regional planning actually in operation and Mr. Grieve’s 
paper was interesting as an up-to-date account of its vicissi- 
tudes since it was prepared in 1946 and of the present 
situation in a developing Clydeside. 

Although certain major decisions were quickly taken on 
the basis of the Plan including the establishment of a New 
Town at East Kilbride and the development of a number of 
new industrial estates, the national reaction from planning 
and local opposition led to the early disbandment of the 
Regional Planning Advisory Committee and the Plan was 
apparently dead. 

But abandoning the Plan did not solve the problems and 
in the years which followed both the Department of Health 
and Glasgow Corporation were forced to make ad hoc 
studies into problems of overspill and green belt policy. 
These broadly confirmed the conclusions of the Plan. 
Eventually by general consent the Advisory Committee was 
reconstituted in 1954. Its first important conclusion was that 
a New Town was needed at Cumbernauld. Since then 
decisions have been taken on overspill to existing towns, the 
density of redevelopment in Central Glasgow (up to 160 
rooms per acre), the definition of the Green Belt, the pro- 
vision of a ring motorway, a new tunnel under the Clyde at 
Whiteinch and the modernization of the railway network. 

Mr. Grieve was at pains to point out that what was 
happening was not the implementation of a fixed plan. This 
would be of doubtful value in a changing situation and 
impossible to implement in a democracy. What was hap- 
pening was a planning process in which problems were dis- 
cussed and solutions agreed against the background of the 
plan. What was important was that everyone was agreed 
that the problems of Clydeside should be studied as a 
whole. It might well be that the whole Central Belt of Scot- 
land would soon have to be looked at as a whole. Cumber- 
nauld itself stood on the watershed between east and west 
Scotland. 

Mr. Grieve stopped his argument at this point but he 
could well have gone on to say that other regions in the 
country were badly in need of similar study and that the 
very fact that the Clydeside plan has survived against such 
determined opposition proves not only its basic soundness 
but the vital need for regional planning. 

The remaining paper was on The location of industry 
by Michael Halls who gave a very clear exposition of 
Government policy, past, present and future.

JouNn and Mary were at Tony's for coffee. John and Tony 
were continuing their discussion begun in the clubhouse 
after a recent round of golf, while Mary (in the Ernest 
Race chair) and Denise were just talking—background 
chat that occasionally filled in the gaps in their husbands’ 
conversation. 

John replaced his coffee cup on the marble-topped table, 
coughed, and said: “I think you could say that the final 
account begins on the day the contractor takes possession 
of the site because it is about this time that we begin to 
receive your accepted quotations from nominated sub- 
contractors and nominated suppliers and probably, if 
you will forgive my saying so, your first variation orders.” 

“You quantity surveyors don’t like variation orders?” 

“No more than the architect, builder or the client.” 

“Most of the clients that I know seem to love them, 
but continue.” 

“From our point of view the fewer the variation orders 
the sooner we can complete the final account. I’m not sug- 
gesting that variations are solely the result of changes of 
mind by the architect and I’m not suggesting that quantity 
surveyors tezr into every final account with the same degree 
of nervous energy that they tear into new work, but it 
is, nevertheless, fair to say that the fewer the variations 
the quicker the settlement.” 

“When do you measure the work included in a varia- 
tion order?”

“The sooner the better. Some variations can be 
measured from drawings, others can only be measured on 
the site. The former can probably be dealt with the day 
the variation order arrives (although I've rarely heard of 
this being done), the latter may have to wait until com- 
pletion of the building. I think most quantity surveyors 
try to keep up with final accounts as much as possible by 
setting aside a few hours periodically for measuring varia- 
tions, but in practice even the most modest target in this 
direction is a difficult one to hit, such is the pressure of 
new work. As you know, we try to keep the measurement 
of variations in separate compartments to save repetition 
in the final account, and for this reason some quantity 
surveyors contend that the measurement of variations is 
best left until the last of them has been issued. One then 
has the overall picture. I prefer the other method; to 
measure variations when time and the state of building 
permits, on the principle that a number of small mouthfuls 
is less indigestible than one or two large ones.” 


“She just doesn't honour her code, Mary. She's going to 
have a nasty accident one day.” 


* 


“Variation orders deal also with omissions. I imagine 
these don’t cause you much trouble.” 

“Not as much as additions. If the variation involves a 
straight omission from the bill we merely write ‘Omit Bill 2 
page 109 Items A—F’ in on dimensions and leave the 
value to be entered later. Other omissions necessitate 
referring to the original dimensions and marking sections 
to be reabstracted, or even rewriting the original dimen- 
sions.” 

“When does this happen?” 

“If, for instance, the architect asks for three out of an 
original 10 rooflights to be omitted. Assuming the 10 
rooflights were all of the same size everything in connec- 
tion with them would have been multiplied by 10 
originally. These dimensions must now all be rewritten 
as omissions dimensions and multiplied by three.” 

“You have to be careful to keep omissions and additions 
dimensions separate.” 

“I always write them in red and blue ink respectively. 
In these enlightened days when you can use ball pens in 
fish tanks and bury them for three months in the garden 
without risk of injury, the continuous dipping of the 
scratchy nib into the red-ink bottle is unnecessary, 
Quantity surveyors like to keep abreast of technical 
development you know. By the way, any description we 
write, whether an addition or an omission, must, where 
possible, be referenced to, or pro-rata-ed to, an item in the 
bill. This is probably best done when writing the dimen- 
sions in order to cut down the length of items—6in bed of 
hardcore as 2/18/0, for instance—but some quantity sur- 
veyors prefer to write in the references when the draft 
final account has been written.” 


“To what extent does the quantity surveyor measure 
the final account in co-operation with the builder’s sur- 
veyor?” 

“We must always give the builder’s surveyor the oppor- 
tunity to measure with us and indeed he will usually do 
so—certainly in the early stages of a final account. It 
not infrequently happens, however, that, as the contract 
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final account 


proceeds and some degree of trust develops between the 
two surveyors, the builder's surveyor is willing to accept 
our measurements. This is, of course, very satisfying and 
does, in fact, lend speed to the preparation of the account. 
Indeed, I know of contracts in which, on the day set aside 
for the valuation each month, the quantity surveyor has 
measured variation orders while his colleague prepared 
the certificate.” 

“This degree of trust which you mention is interesting. 
To what extent during the preparation of the final account 
can you trust the builder’s surveyor not to take short cuts 
in his own favour?” 

“I always trust a builder’s surveyor to do his best for 
his firm—just as I do. The only real difference between 
us is that I am trying to be fair to both sides and he is 
trying to be fair to one. A good builder’s surveyor will 
always work hard to present his own point of view, but 
he will, of course, always listen to the quantity surveyor’s 
reasoning.” 


“Have you ever noticed a builder's surveyor measuring 
incorrectly with you?” 

“I can remember cases of builder's surveyors making 
mistakes in their own favour—the tape mis-read on a 
length of drain or the length of a playground. | can 
remember measuring flooring with a couple of sub- 
contractor’s men who for artfulness had nothing to learn 
from a waggonload of monkeys, but I was a junior then 
and allowed myself to be forced on the defensive. | 
have since learned to beware of sub-contractors’ and 
builders’ surveyors who hunt in pairs, just as | have 
learned to distrust any surveyor who says confidential 
things like: ‘I don’t try any tricks. My firm won't have it. 
We take the attitude that we do a good job and that all 
we need in return is the right money. But as I've told 
you before, the contractor stands to lose more than he 
can hope to gain from a slack tape. His best hope of 
boosting a final account figure is in checking its prepara- 
tion and looking for loopholes in its prices. You must 
remember, by the way, that there is only relatively small 
money to be made in bill of quantities contracts these 
days, so well is the builder tied down by contract clauses 
and competitive prices, and to the majority of builders the 
checking of a final account is more likely than not an 
attempt to break even with his costs or perhaps to realize 
the small profit which he had originally anticipated.”

“Does the contractor settle a final account with his costs 
in mind?” 

“Very much so. We prepare the final account, price it 
and total it. Only then is it sent to the builder for his 
comments. He looks first at the final figure—-or so my 
builder friends tell me—and a comparison of this total 
with his known costs dictates his attitude to our prices. 
If he has made a satisfactory profit he will probably 
check only to see that all nominated sub-contractors’ and 
nominated suppliers’ accounts have been included, that no 
items have been omitted twice and that no new pro rata 
rates are demonstrably low. Also, of course, he will check 
the arithmetic. If he has made a loss on the job he will 
check the preparation and the pricing of the account very 
thoroughly. This is, after all, the last opportunity he will 
have before being asked to put his signature to a final 
figure.” 

“And having listed his queries he arranges an appoint- 
ment with you to thrash them out. This is where the 
bargaining begins.” 
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“Not bargaining. We are not paid 24 per cent to bargain 
with our client’s money. We price the final account as 
fairly as we can but if the builder can convince us that 
any price is low we change it. This is very different from 
bargaining.” 

“What rates does the builder pick holes in? Presumably 
only the ones against items of any quantity.” 

“He doesn’t waste time arguing for threepence on an 
item of 3ft super. On the other hand, a penny on say 
4,800yds of hardcore bed is—what—£20?”" 

“IT wouldn't know.” 

“So he concentrates on the large amounts. Mind you, 
one hopes he doesn’t find much to disagree with in the 
rates. Pricing is based on accepted rules and constants 
which leave little room for argument and he is a poor 
quantity surveyor who allows the builder to find much 
wrong with his prices.”

“It doesn’t sound to me as if the builder has much hope 
of bettering your final account figure whether he has made 
a loss or not.” 


“He should have little chance if the quantity surveyor 
has done his job properly.” 


“Do you often allow dayworks in final accounts?” 

“May I say that I have noticed certain misapprehen- 
sions among architects about dayworks. First of all when 
the clerk of works signs a daywork sheet he is not ipso 
facto authorizing a daywork—he is merely signing that 
the hours and materials claimed are correct. It is for the 
architect, or, of he so desires it, the quantity surveyor to 
decide whether or not the claim is allowable. The day- 
work sheet is a method of payment to be used, one may 
say, as a last resort—the RIBA Form of Contract is quite 
clear about this, and, in fact, on a well administered con- 
tract it is unusual to find dayworks totalling more than a 
few pounds. The builder endeavours to have additional 
work valued on a daywork basis because it pays him to 
do so, but relatively few extras to a contract cannot be 
priced in the normal way.” 


“You have not yet mentioned claims.” 

“A claim, being a matter not expressly covered in black 
and white within the contract is best thrashed out when 
the total cost is known. Here the quantity surveyor may 
be said to bargain, but only as a mouthpiece for his client, 
and, of course, he may not come to any agreement with- 
out the consent of his client. As you know, the settlement 
of claims depends upon the intangible as well as the 
tangible things, on personal relationships, on workmanship, 
on the client’s digestive processes and the builder’s good- 
will. My own experience is that for the sake of a settlement 
concessions previously undreamed of are made by both 
sides in the discussion of claims. This is a good thing, 
not only because it enables another account to be parcelled 
up and forgotten, but because it serves to remind the 
quantity surveyor and the builder's surveyor that however 
acrimonious their personal exchanges may become, the 


ultimate answer to the final account is likely to be found 
over a bottle of whisky.”

Scheme for Lion Yard, Cambridge, rejected 


Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, has asked Cambridge city council to think again on 
its scheme for redeveloping Lion Yard, Cambridge. His 
decision follows a public inquiry held from November 10 to 
ee December 4, 1959. 

a The proposal was for the redevelopment of an obsolete 
pee a area a short distance from the market square. Shops, offices, 
a car park for 730 cars, a hotel and possibly some space for 
university use were planned to be provided. That Lion Yard 
should be comprehensively redeveloped was first suggested 
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Above, a plan of The Lion Yard, Cambridge, development 
area and below, a model of proposed scheme 
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by Sir William Holford and Professor Myles Wright in their 
report Cambridge Planning Proposals, published in 1950, 
and the principle was endorsed by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government in approving the County Develop- 
ment Plan in 1954. 

It was intended that the scheme should be carried out by 
Edger Investments, in association with Sir Robert McAlpine 
and Sons, whose architects, Stone, Toms and Partners, had 
prepared the plans approved by the city council. 

There were many objections to it from local citizens, who 
were specially opposed to the demolition of nearly the whole 
of the south side of Petty Cury. 

The inspector who held the inquiry, Mr. J. Birkett, 
accepted the contention that the area was ideal for the 
relocation of existing overcrowded uses and the improve- 
ment of traffic circulation. The proposals had to be con- 
sidered against this background. 

His conclusions were: that the submitted scheme was 
basically unsound in that it envisaged shop and office 
expansion instead of decongestion of the central area— 
where commercial expansion was neither necessary nor 
desirable ; that the accesses to the proposed car park were 
unsatisfactory and required modification which might alter 
the plan substantially; that the submitted plan crowded 
too much development on the site ; that the boundaries of 
the proposed comprehensive development area could not be 
determined until the redevelopment proposals had been 
revised. 

The proposals had been submitted as an integrated viable 
plan which in his opinion would not bear piecemeal 
alteration. He recommended, therefore, that the whole sub- 
mission be not approved. 

In the letter giving the Minister’s decision, it is stated 
that the Minister considered whether he could modify the 
scheme to preserve what was good rather than reject it 
entirely. He decided not to do so because any substantial 
changes would involve the council in rethinking the 
economic aspects of the scheme entirely afresh. He acknow- 
ledged that there might be some doubt as to whether any 
redevelopment scheme for the area could both be an assured 
business success and, at the same time, be in the best interests 
of the planning of Cambridge as a whole. He felt sure, how- 
ever, that the second of these two objectives must be the 
main one. 

The letter continued: “In his view, the main objective in 
planning the area must be to reduce congestion or at least 
minimize the increase of congestion in the central areas as 
a whole. The road and car parking proposals are a part of 
the submitted scheme which he views with approval. He 
does not think more office space should be provided than 
is there now. If additional shopping space is proposed the 
Minister would wish to have some evidence that the total 
amount of shopping in the central area is not likely to be 
significantly increased as a result. 

“The Minister therefore accepts his inspector’s recom- 
mendation and has decided that he should not amend the 
development plan in the way proposed. If a scheme for the 
comprehensive redevelopment of the area can be formulated 
on the lines sketched out above the Minister would be pre- 
pared to give it favourable consideration; the exact 
boundaries must depend on the character and requirements 
of any revised scheme.” 

The letter adds that the Minister would be glad to arrange 
for a discussion with his officers when the council has 
again considered the area’s future. The Minister has not 
confirmed a compulsory purchase order which arose from 
the council’s proposals. 


Prompt action on land circular urged 


Prompt action by local authorities on Mr. Henry Brooke’s 
circular urging them to decide whether more land in their 
areas can be allocated to housing has been called for by 
the National Federation of Building Trades Employers. 
The areas the Minister particularly had in mind were those 
earmarked for development in the next six to 20 years. 

The federation stated that land allocated for housing in 
many areas was already being used up rapidly. If the 
allocation of more land were delayed until the normal quin- 
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quennial review, building would in some cases be held up 
for months or even years. 

Construction of private houses, flats and maisonettes is 
running at about 150,000 a year, only half the pre-war rate. 


The Minister’s circular: Review of Development Plans* 


In his circular the Minister asked planning authorities for 
the towns to encourage the conversion of suitable property 
into flats, and, where appropriate, the redevelopment at high 
densities of older residential areas of low density. In review- 
ing their development plan, they should review their general 
standards of density, and in dealing with applications for 
planning permission, they should ensure that proposed 
development made adequate use of the land, “bearing in 
mind the demand for more and more houses and flats and 
the great change in social customs which no longer favour 
big houses and gardens”. 

Where a green belt had been established or proposed, “‘it 
must be matched by adequate provision for balanced and 
compact development elsewhere”. This meant using land 
within the green belt to its full capacity and selecting 
adequate land for development beyond it—avoiding where- 
ever possible good agricultural land. 

It was important, the circular went on, when selecting 
land beyond the green belt for development, for planning 
authorities concerned to keep in close touch with the 
authorities of the crowded areas from which the demand 
was likely to arise. The Department had already arranged 
a number of conferences, on a regional basis, for areas 
which had these problems ; it proposed to arrange further 
conferences in the near future and would help in any other 
way to promote co-ordination between planning authorities. 

“The aim,” says the circular, “should be to encourage 
employment as well as people to move out from the large 
cities to places beyond the green belt. Planning authorities 
should therefore ensure that sufficient land is reserved for 
future factory and office building, even if there is little 
demand for land for these purposes at present.” 

Planning authorities were asked to prevent waste of land 
and to ask owners of land which for no apparent reason 
was unused whether it was still needed by them for the use 
assigned to it by the development plan and, if not, whether 
it could be made available for development. It was pointed 
out that there were opportunities also in some parts of the 
country for restoring derelict land. 

In another section the Minister drew attention to the 
review of development plans, which were prepared to cover 
a period of about 20 years (as originally recommended). He 
thought it desirable that the plans should continue to cover 
a period of 20 years and that accordingly, in the process of 
review, they should be extended to cover land allocations up 
to 1981. Unless this were done, the plans would have little 
value as a guide for future development, and the Minister 
suggested to planning authorities how and at what stages 
the plans should be so extended. 


A high-density plea 


Lord Craigton, the Minister of State, Scottish Office, in 
opening the Town Planning Summer School at St. Andrews, 
dropped a number of broad hints about Government policy 
on planning. 

He was strongly critical of the low-density suburban 
rash which had wasted so much land before and after the 
war and said that although the Victorians had built too 
densely, we had gone to the other extreme, including the 
work in the new towns. Land had been wasted and com- 
munity spirit had suffered. We needed higher densities and 
a more imaginative use of sites particulary where the land 
sloped as at Cumbernauld. 

On the question of public relations, he said that planners 
should take the public into their confidence and consult 
them fully before making important decisions. The public 
were the planners’ clients. With regard to public inquiries, 
the Ministry was proposing as an experiment to stream- 
line the process in order to make them cheaper and shorter. 

He gave a broad hint that it was proposed to give small 
towns more responsibility for the creative planning of their 
*Circular No. 37/60. 
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own areas and said that in his view more attention should 
be given to the visual amenities of the countryside. At the 
same time he did not see why new holiday towns and 
villages should not be established in suitable positions where 
they would fit into the landscape. 

For a politician, Lord Craigton was unusually outspoken 
and one can only hope that he is voicing a new and 
creative attitude to planning which the Government has 
decided rather belatedly to adopt. 


Glasgow builds upwards 


Glasgow Corporation has approved plans for the com- 
prehensive redevelopment of another large area of Pollok- 
shaws at a cost of £4-5 million, bringing the total redevelop- 
ment cost to £7 million. 

It will be the only one of the 29 areas of the city to be 
rebuilt within the next 20 years where the population will 
be bigger on completion of the scheme—it will rise from 
5.830 to 7,000. 

Four 20-storey and seven 16-storey blocks of flats and 
about 1,500 houses will be buiit in a series of inter- 
penetrating squares, and there will be an industrial zone of 
about six acres. A feature of the second phase of the scheme 
is a landscaping project to transform the polluted river Cart 
into a pleasant, tree-lined river, with promenades along the 
banks. 

Boswell, Mitchells and Johnston, of Glasgow, have 
designed the second stage of the redevelopment. The first, 
by J. L. Gleave and Partners, was approved by the cor- 
poration in May. The two stages will proceed simultaneously 
and each will have two five-year programmes.

Gravesend Gordon (Westcourt) secondary school is a four- 
form entry (five year course) school for girls and provides 
accommodation for 600 pupils. A largely prefabricated con- 
struction in light steel, the whole project was completed six 
months within the contract period. A detail of the assembly 
hall is shown above 
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Above, a biology pool adjacent to the main en- 
trance hall. Below, the teaching block (left) 
with the gymnasium and assembly hall beyond. 
Planning was largely dictated by the necessity for 
economy in floor area per pupil. Thus the small 
hall can be used for dining, while the dining area 
also forms part of the circulation (see plan left) 
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THE site has a number of fine trees but 
is mainly an open one with a fall to the 
north and interesting views of the 
river. 

The plan consists of two main rec- 
tangular blocks at right angles to each 
other, linked by the pupils’ secondary 
entrance, The teaching block with the 
classrooms and practical rooms faces 
east and west and the communal block 
north and south. The latter contains 
an assembly hall, gymnasium, small 
hall, kitchen, cloakroom and changing 
rooms. Changing rooms can serve both 
gymnasium and assembly hall, with 
easy access to the stage for dramatic 
performances. 

Planning has been largely dictated 
by the necessity of obtaining the 
smallest possible floor area per pupil 
to help to minimize the total cost. 
With this in view, the small hall can 
also be used for dining with a conse- 
quent reduction in area of the dining 
room, which, in fact, also forms part 
of the main general circulation. The 
dining room can also open out as an 
extension to both assembly hall and 
small hall by the use of sliding folding 
screens. 


Construction 


The structure is a light steel frame, 
with box columns where exposed and 
with welded tubular triangulated 
trusses over the assembly hall and 
gymnasium. 

This method of construction was 
chosen to ensure speed of erection and 
early roofing of the building which 
was substantiated in practice by the 
fact that the whole project was com- 
pleted in 14 months, six months before 
contract period. It should be men- 
tioned, however, that the steelwork 
had already been ordered and largely 
fabricated prior to the appointment 
of the General Contractor. 

Windows are rust-proofed steel with 
glass infill panels below the cills, 
backed by light-weight concrete block 
walling. Exposed concrete clad 
perimeter beams at floor levels are 
faced with self-coloured asbestos- 
cement sheets. Roofs are generally 
“straw-board” slabs supported on 
timber joists. 


Services 

For reasons of economy heating is pro- 
vided by a low-pressure hot water 
system with radiators generally and 
“forced-flow” convectors in the large 
spaces and calorifiers for hot water. 
The boilers are automatic oil-fired.

THIS school was built to relieve 
overcrowding in the existing 4 FE. 
Clarendon Secondary Modern School. 


Site 
The buildings have been sited with 
two main factors in mind: 

As an extension to the main school 
where pavilion planning was originally 
found quite acceptable, and with the 
unusual requirement of split circula- 
tion—direct access from the minor 
road, but the main stress to be concen- 
trated on a route to and from the main 
school. 

To give the new buildings a sense of 
cohesion, it was decided to group the 
elements about a central quadrangle 
into which all circulation routes are 
directed. The quadrangle is bounded 
on three sides by buildings and closed 
on the remaining flank by a perforated 
screen-wall in brickwork. A deliberate 
contrast is made between concrete and 
paving slabs laid to a mechanical 
pattern and the wide sweeps of playing 
fields, which dominate the campus 
site.

Planning 


The scheme was planned to accommo- 
date spaces for both practical and 
theoretical teaching. A close relation- 
ship with the main school was essential 
and so the whole school complex was 
visualized in its entirety. Rather than 
duplicate gymnasiums, it was decided 
to omit a second gymnasium and 
allow for a future open air swimming 
pool in its place. Again, instead of a 
duplication of kitchen equipment 
and staff it was proposed to extend the 
existing main school catering facilities. 
Practical rooms, generally those need- 
ing an abundance of services, have 
been kept at ground level, and quieter 
teaching rooms placed above ground 
level. 

A particular requirement was that 
the library should be easily accessible 
during break periods as well as normal 
working hours without opening the 
remainder of the school, hence the 
separate entrance from the quad—as 
well as within the building. 


Structural system 


The School has been planned on a 
modular grid of 2ft 8in. This system 
combines and develops the best factors 
of previous development work, namely 
an economy of steelwork inherent in 
the 8ft 3in grid schools and also the 
flexibility of planning observed from 
work in the 3ft 4in grid. 


Structural summary 


Pile foundations: Due to the nature 
of existing made-up ground. 

Site slab: Normal mesh reinforced 
concrete slab. 

Steel frame construction: An ex- 
tension of previous development in pre- 
fabricated steel structures. Standard 
depth beams throughout. 

Aluminium curtain walling: Basic 
5ft 4in spacing determined by the use 
of maximum modular transome span 
and a need to restrict the number of 
expensive vertical mullions to a practi- 
cal minimum. 

Infill panels: Plastic-faced, in- 
tegrally-bonded panels with asbestolux 
backing, requiring no maintenance 
externally. 

Cedar boarding: Where daylighting 
is not required internally (except by 
roof lights) an opportunity was taken 
to insert panels of untreated timber. 

Partitions: Generally partitions are 
prefabricated dry in increments of half 
a module, 4ft wide maximum, and 
located on planning grid. Due to the 
standard ceiling height the partition 
range has a standard height throughout 
the building. Fixing of wash basins, 
joinery units and under-bench services 
are direct to the partition. 

Ceilings: These are of a variety of 
acoustic materials, generally being 
spiked to timber joists at 2ft 8in spans. 

Roofs: A standard set of asbestos- 
cement components of 6in depth span- 
ning 10ft 8in maximum, Faced with 
fibreboard externally and topped with 
three-layer bitumen felt and white 
chippings.

Planning

A small hall, used for dining, is 
planned as an extension to the 
assembly hall and is separated by a 
folding partition, 18ft high by SOft 
wide. In spite of its size this partition 
of metal, covered with vynide, is very 
easy to manceuvre, and the two halls 
can be combined into one area if 
required. A music room forms part of 
the assembly hall group and can also 
be used as a green room. Changing 
rooms are accessible from the stage as 
well as the hall. Administrative rooms 
are planned near the hall between the 
main entrance and teaching block. 

Beneath the windows of the small 
hall there is an ornamental pool for 
biology and on a simple base in the 
pool there is a concrete Madonna and 
Child by Siegfried Charoux. 


Construction 


The structure is of load-bearing brick 
walls with prestressed pre-cast concrete 
floors and reinforced barrel roof to the 
gymnasium. Uxbridge flint facing 
bricks have been used externally, and 
windows are aluminium in hardwood 
frames. Walls internally have been 
plastered and floors are mostly wood 
block.

A new oil-flooded rotary Power Vane 
compressor of 260 c.f.m. at 100 p.s.i.

The Desomatic Super 40 is the latest 
addition to this company’s range of 
fully automatic oil-fired boilers.
